On March 25, the Catholic League results were made known to an assembly here. St.

Question discussed by Mr. Haworth’s affirmative and Mr. Curry’s negative was the National 
Intercholastic Debate topic for 1941-42: “Resolved, that every able-bodied male citizen of the 
United States should have one year of full-time military training before reaching the present 
draft age.’’ It will be noted that our debaters placed no lower than second in any league or 
tournament competition. 


On April 9, silver keys were presented the Catholic League runners-up at a banquet of all 
the League teams, held at St. Elizabeth's Academy. 


Outstanding this season was the development of the Debating Society as such. A larger 
group of Freshmen wranglers than ever before participated in club activities, notable in the 
beginners’ tournament sponsored this spring. Officers for the Society were elected last fall.

Several basketball nights for the members were held during the 
course of the year. A banquet and picnic climaxed the season's activities.

After many years of directing an active association of Saint Louis University High School alumni, Father 
Lawrence Leahy, S.J., requested that he be relieved of his task as capable faculty moderator of this group. In his 
stead, Father John J. Divine, S.J., took over the position, and earnestly continued the undertaking, guiding an 
enthusiastic band of some five hundred interested grads. 


The first meeting of the association for 1941-42 was staged at the Forest Park Hotel on the evening of October 12, 
immediately following the annual homecoming banquet. At this time officers were elected and a program for the 
year outlined.

This assembly, held in the high school 
gymnasium on November 13, was designed to better acquaint the alumni with one another, and was attended by 
almost four hundred former Backer students. They voted to pay one dollar annual dues and to hold such conven- 
tions four times yearly. 


The next assemblage featured Father Daniel A. Lord, S.J., who addressed the grads on war and the national 
military effort. This gathering took place here on March 12. This time, the association determined to honor their 
fellow alumni in the armed forces, and proceeded in succeeding weeks to enumerate the grads in the service. The 
record now numbers some two hundred men, for whom material and spiritual aid has been rendered by way of 
prayers and contributions. 


A Day of Recollection was held for the group on Saturday, May 16, from two to nine o'clock, in the high school 
chapel. At the annual communion breakfast on Sunday morning, May 17, one hundred and seventy members of 
this year’s graduating class were inducted into the alumni association.

The Season In Retrospect 


Banner basketball seasons are nothing new in the annals of Backer Memorial. But when 
a team which has nothing but a mediocre season behind it, and prospects of little better in 
State and Regional tournaments, comes through to win the regional crown and place second in 
State competition, there is real reason for rejoicing on the old campus. For the Bills had 
already dropped six of their scheduled contests before journeying to Maplewood to take part 
in the District meet. It was a clean sweep for the Blue-White in this affair, and the rejuvenated 
Dauphin cagers were not stopped until the final round of the State classic. 


SECOND IN PREP LEAGUE 


Only mar in the otherwise perfect record turned in by this year’s crop of basketeers was the 
lack of a Prep cup for the St. Louis trophy room. South Side was instrumental in turning the 
tide against the Bills, downing them twice in the course of the season, each time by a very close 
margin. Only other Prep Loop contender to take the measure of the Dauphin quintet was 
McBride, who squeezed by St. Louis by a two point margin in the second overtime period. 
Revenge came later in the Prep schedule when we ended all dispute as to supremacy over the 
Colonnaders by drubbing them soundly, 32-24. Notable also in the Prep season was the 65-42 
trouncing of a tremendously outclassed Central Catholic team. This was the highest score 
rolled up by any team in the district this season. 


REGIONAL CHAMPS 


In other games, excluding tournaments, our Bills dropped three of their tilts. Two of these 
were to Beaumont, who later captured the State crown. Almost within grasp of the Dauphins 
was a victory over this same Bluejacket quintet in the second-last game of the season. A last 


minute spurt by Beaumor,* ounted for the slim one point margin which separated the rivals 
at the end of regulation Final score was 25-24. Sullivan, with an early-season three 
point margin win under its o , fell easy prey to our quintet in the return engagement. Non- 


league play saw the Bills victorious over Blewett, Herculaneum, Central, Chaminade, besides 
the already-mentioned win over Sullivan. 


St. Louis supremacy really came to light for the first time in the District tournament held 
at Maplewood. St. Charles was the first team to oppose the rejuvenated Bills. Our fast- 
breaking offense and tight zone defense completely blanketed the Saints, and the final score 
was 41-21. A highly-touted Webster aggregation next bowed before the Blue-White. Seeded 
first in the tourney, they were tripped by the Bills, 23-20. In the final round, revenge came at 
last over the Green Wave. Beaten twice in the course of the season by this same squad, the 
Dauphin cagers came back in this crucial round, handing South Side its worst defeat of the 
season, 28-15. 


RUNNER-UP IN STATE TOURNAMENT 


State tourney play saw St. Louis matched against the defending champions, Benton, in 
the opening round. It was St. Louis all the way, and the score read 27-22 as the gun sounded 
ending the game. Moving into the semifinals, Coach O’Reilly’s charges continued their drive, 
smothering Cape Central 49-33. Meeting Beaumont in the finals, our Bills failed to break 
the jinx which had hounded them all through the season. The Blue-Jackets quelched all hopes 
of a St. Louis state crown, downing them 27-23 despite a remarkable last-quarter which netted 
us fourteen points. 


A long string of honorary post-season berths was the natural outcome of such an excellent 
season. First and foremost of the honors accorded our Bills was the naming of Henry Raymonds 
on the All-State team. This coveted honor ranked him among the five best players in Missouri 
high school competition. Selections on the All-District team found Bill Metz, stellar Dauphin 
forward, on the second team. Few days later, he was named the most valuable player in the 
Regional tourney held at Maplewood. Also on the All-Regional team was Henry Raymonds, 
while captain Tom Maher, Jack Kavanaugh, and Dick Cochran received honorable mention 
on this squad. All Prep selections included Metz on the first team and Maher and Kavanaugh 
on the second team.

Coach Ralph Kirn places his 
greatest hopes for victory in the all-important Prep Meet in the six monogram winners who 
are back with the squad this year. These six, and the events in which they participate are 
Captain Bill Rupp, who runs the mile and the half-mile; Dan Hurley, also running the mile 
and half-mile; Leo DeVoto, who shines in the broad jump, high jump, dashes and relays; Townie 
Burke, who participates in these same events; Glenn Moore, pole vaulter and hurdler; Joe Madras 
who won his letter in the hurdle events; and Ed Quirk, star of the field events, shot put and 
discus. 

Besides these, senior hopes run high for such men as McGuire and Mungenast in the distance 
events, and Dooling and Nestor in the field events.. These tracksters have already shown up 
very favorably in the few meets run off to date. Together with the lettermen mentioned above, 
they were greatly responsible for the smashing victory over Country Day school. Our tracksters 
took this meet with ease, winning 66!/, to 46!/,. Only other showing at this early date was 
against a field of twelve schools at the Clayton Invitational Meet. Dauphin tracksters placed 
fifth with sixteen points, close on the heels of the winners. 


Still to be played as we go to press are meets against Un- 
iversity City, C. B. C., Blewett, Normandy, the District Meet, 
and the Prep Meet. This meet against C. B. C. should give an 
excellent insight into Dauphin chances for a win in the Prep 
Meet. ForC.B.C. is always the toughest contender in this 
meet. As in past years, this Prep Meet will play a large part in 
the determination of the final winner of the All-Sports trophy. 
This trophy, awarded annually to the school which takes the 
most points in Prep sports throughout the year, is one of the 
most hotly-contested sports awards in the district.
